THE NEW CURRENCY ACT. 
The President yesterday signed the new Cur- 
rency bill. The only provision in it having any 
real significance or importance is that which 
fixes the maximum of legal-tender notes at 
$382,000,000, and prohibits the retiring of any 
part thereof. This we take to be the meaning 
of the words: 
Sec.6, That the amount of the United States notes 
outstanding, and to be issued asa part of the circu- 
lating medium, shall not exceed the sum of 882,000, 
000, which said sum shall appear in each monthly 
statement of the public debt, and no part thereof shail 
be held or used as a reserve,

WISCONSIN RAILWAYS. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of Wiscon- 
sin in the case of che West Wisconsin Railroad 
Company, appellant, against the Board of Su- 
pervisors of Trempealeau, respondent, is thought 
to settle the question raised by the Wisconsin 
railway legislation of last winter. The West 
Wisconsin owned certain pieces of land. These 
were by an act of the Legislature of Wisconsin 
exempted from taxation. The act exempting 
them was afterwards repealed. Ths Com- 
pany claimed that the repeal was unconstitu- 
tional; that the exemption act was in the 
nature of a contract, and its repeal «a 
violation of a contract. Phe repealing act the 
Court holds to be constitutional under Sec. 1, 
Art. 2, of the Constitution of Wisconsin, which 
provides that all general laws or general acts 
under which corporations without banking

It was further held by the 
Court that all rights, privileges, and immunities 
of the corporation derived from its charter were 
under legislative control Nor did the Court 
pay any heed to the representations made by the 
counsel for the road, that the repeal of the act 
destroyed the vested rights of the stockholders 
and bondholders, for the Court said these took 
their interests with the knowledge of the ex- 
istence of the right reserved by the Constitution. 
The object of introducing the first section of 
Art. 11 into the Constitution was, that the 
State might retain full power and control over 
the corporate franchises, rights, and privileges 
which it might grant. 

It does not seem to us that this decision 
decides the point raised in thé case of the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, the Chicago & Northwestern, 
and other Wisconsin railways. This case has 
decided that all rights, privileges, and immunities 
ofa corporation derived from its charter are 
under legislative control, and that the State of 
Wisconsin has reserved to itself full power and 
control over the corporate franchises, rights, and 
privileges which it may grant. All this may be 
admitted without damaging the cause of the 
railways ; for if it be granted that the State of 
Wisconsin has reserved the full control over 
what it has granted the corporations by charter, 
it by no means follows that it can

If the companies can be compelled to operate 
their roads at a loss, it matters not how great 
the loss ; when the roads shall be ruined is, in 
both instances, only a question of time. 

The case of the West Wisconsin Railroad is 
not a parallel to those of the other raliroads con- 
testing the Potter law. The repeal of the act 
exempting the lands of that road from taxation 
was @ taking from the road, by the State, of 6 
right, privilege, or immunity granted to it by the 
State. The act exempting the road from taxa- 
tion was an act making a donation to the road of 
the amount of the taxes. What the State gave 
it had a right to take away, but it cannot take 
away more than it gave. 

It is of great moment in construing any law 
to inquire what was the intention of the Legis- 
lature in passing it. It is well known that the 
intention of the Legislature in incorporating in 
the Wisconsin Constitution a provision giving 
the State the right to repeal or modify a charter, 
was to guard the State or the people against op- 
pression by corporations. It certainly was not
